WASHINGTON (AP) — Ameri-| 
cans are living almost two years 
longer than the pre-war life span, 
the Office of Vital Statistics said 
yesterday. 

The average life expectancy for 
white women at birth is 70.6 years 
and, for white men, 65.2 years, 
according to calculations based on 
1947 death rates. 

In 1946 white women had a life 
expectancy at birth of 70.3 yeats— 
‘for the first time exceeding the 
Bibical three-score-years-and-ten— 
and white men could expect an 
average life of 65.1 years.

WASHINGTON —(UP)— Presi- 
dent Truman yesterday blamed 
Congress for administration plans 
to decontrol rents on 
homes and apartments, and Sen. 
Paul H. Douglas, Democrat, [Illi- 
nois, urged the lawmakers to pre- 
vent the action. 

Asked about the decontro! plan 
at his news conference, the Presi- 
dent reminded reporters that Hous- 
ing Expediter Tighe E. Woods said 
in Cleveland Wednesday that it 
was necessary because Congress 
had not given him enough money. 
He said he backed Woods in that 
attitude. 

Woods said rent control budget 
reductions ordered ‘by the House 
would not leave him with enough 
money to police controls effective- 
ly for the entire nation. As a re- 
sult, he said he will decontrol 
about one-third of the 1,000 coun- 
ties where rent ceilings still are 
in effect. 

Mr. Truman said it should be 
easy to understand the spot in 
which the Housing Expediter finds 
himself. He said it all boils down 
to the fact that Congress appropri- 
ated less money than would be 
necessary to administer controls 
in all of the 1,000 counties. 

Woods yesterday began confer- 
ences with his seven regional rent 
directors to decide where ceilings 
may be removed. Present plans are 
to issue two wholesale decontrol 
orders. The first should come in 
about a week or 10 days. Cities 
over 100,000 population are not

Property returns for Fulton County tax purposes con- 
tinue to spiral upward, officials of the Tax Receiver’s office 
revealed yesterday on completion of the 1949 property tax

The new digest shows the gross 
valuation on all property reaches 
$517,604,055 before personal and 
homestead exemptions are allowed. 
This is an increase of $34,458,875 
over the 1948 gross digest.

according to Guy E. Moore, Tax 

Receiver, and reflects continued 
ood economic conditions and an 
crease in new building. 

The net or taxable digest is 
some $88,000,000 less, or $429,163,- 
750, after exemptions are allowed. 
Comparisons with 1948 shows this 
exceeds the 1948 net digest by 
$28 984,750. 

Such an increase represents a 
potential $855,000 gain in County 
funds, 1. E. Suttles, Tax Collector, 
figured, if present levies are to 
continue in effect. Leyies for 
school purposes would swell the 
increase in funds to nearly $1,- 
600,000. 

The County has collected $12,- 
989,402 from 1948 taxes on last 
year’s digest, for the State, County 
and School purposes.

Homemakers on Spot--- 
Face Weight Dilemma 


When it comes to dodging calories, the homemaker is 


on the spot. 


She keeps company with calories all the day 


long—planning pleasing menus, shopping for food, cook- 


ing the meal and bringing it to the table. 


Being a good 


cook, naturally she appreciates her own cooking. 


All things considered, it is 
quite understandable when 
homemakers inquire wistfully, 
half in earnest, if smelling the 
food could possibly be fattening. 
In a way, yes. Calories can’t be 
inhaled, of course, but since the 
sense of smell before a meal is 
acutely keen and serves to stim- 
ulate appetite, this encourages 
overeating. So cooking is po- 
tentially fattening. 

All of this makes it even more 
difficult for a good cook to fol- 
low the weight-control rule to 
get up from the table feeling as 
if she could eat a mite more. 
And even. if she manages that 
hurdle, she still faces food, for 
now comes the putting away 
stage. As one overweight ex- 
plained it, it seems so senseless 
to. save little dabs of this and 
that. in the refrigerator, but 
dreadful to throw away food, so 
she often finishes them up 

When this goes on year afte 
year, by her tenth wedding an- 
niversary she has saved quite a 
bit of food, as indicated by the 
scales. One woman reflected 
that she had gained only one 
pound each year she had been 
married, which would seem ex- 
emplary. But on her twentieth 
wedding anniversary she de- 
cided it was time to take stock. 


If you have been slowly but 
steadily adding a bit of weig sht 
each year, make a few calorie 
concessions. It really isn’t dif- 
ficult to lop off 500 calories a 
day. But start while cooking 
the meal. ... True, a good cook 
tastes to flavor, but “taste 
makes waist.” One cook rue- 
fully admits that her tastes are 
quite generous—she has even 


been known to cut a little piece 
off the cake before she can get 
it frosted? For a time, don’t 
taste 

At meals, leave off calories 
Ww here they will count fast but 
be least missed. Fats pile up 
calories, so try leaving off part 
of the salad dressing, skip the 
gravy and take just one starch 
at a meal—potato or bread or 
starch dessert. Those’ three 
changes will delete at least 300 
calories. Counting the 100 by- 
passed by not tasting and an- 
other 100 left off by not nib- 
bling while clearing off the 
table—that’s 500. To make that 
last step easier, wait 10 or 15 
minutes after dinner before put- 
ting away the food. It helps. 

Let’s see .. 500 calories a 
day can add up to 3,500 calories 
a week If those represent a 
deficit, that is, fewer calories 
than needed for your daily re. 
quirements, then vou will lose 
about 3 1-2 pounds a month. 
And in just half a year, the 
extra pounds gained over many 
years can be turned back into 
energy.

How Much 
Is Gratt? 


In this discussion of how some small rural 
counties get into the hands of a county court- 
house “crowd,” I do not at all mean to say the 

larger counties are free from corrupt practices. They are not. As 
a rule, they are comparatively freer for several reasons. There 
usually is an opposition faction which Keeps its eyes on the court- 
house and there is the frequent auditing and, invariably, the larger 
counties buy only on bids. So, while they are by no means pure 
as the driven snow, they are relatively free from corrupt practices. 

Many of the corrupt practices are petty, but they add up. I 
earnestiv suggest to any civic club, Legion club or Junior Chamber 
of Commerce interested in their county affairs, to see to it that 
audits are done by certified accountants at least twice a year and 
that all buying be done by bids.

In this county there is great Mdignation about the bidding from 
those merchants who have been selling at higher prices. The 
salesmen feel they. have been unjustly treated. For example, trucks 
were bought, on a bid basis, at about $380 below the lst price. 
Certain kegs of nails and hinges, once $11 and $18, were down to 
$7 and $10. Until the inauguration of bidding the home-town mer- 
chants had been a tapping the taxpayers’ dollar for ex- 
cessive profits. 
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; Certain features of still another county's operations 
Ordinary in the Ordinary’s Court are of interest. 

The county allows the Sheriff $9 in each case and the Ordinary 
$4.25. So, let us take the audit and run down the report on fines 
in the Ordinary’s Court. 

Of the first 100 fines, 67 were for $13.25. If you will add the 
Sheriff’s $9 and the Ordinary’s $4.25 together you will arrive at 
the figure of $13.25. The county got nothing. 

But, you say, perhaps that is a standard fine for certain of- 
fenses? 

Well, the evidence is against it. The evidence is that some 
people get off light. For example, there are charges of reckless 
driving, driving without license, speeding, drunk on the highway 
(the drunk driving charge was dropped), in which all got fines 
of $13.25. But, along comes an out-of-town man who passed a 
yellow line and another who didn’t have the proper tag. The fines 
went up to $15 and $20. Certain reckless driving arrests also drew 
heavier fines. They were invariably out-of-town drivers or mem- 
bers of an opposing political faction. 

The audits reveal another interesting little figure. 


F The sheriff in many counties with this system bills the 
ee county $5 “for each attendance at court.” The intent of 
the bill was that he should be so paid for each day’s session of an 
ordinary’s court. But the sheriffs charge $5 for each case. One 
man had five charges. The Sheriff charged a $5 attendance fee 
for each case. Because of the prevalence of the $13.25 fines and 
the charge of $5 afainst the county, the county usually loses $5 on 
each case to give the Sheriff a total of $14 per case.

Are the insolvent 
costs, in your county, entered on the cost bill? Can you determine, 
in your county, if the amounts disbursed as insolvent costs were 
earned or unearned? (Disbursed means the cut taken by the 
ordinary and the sheriff under such a system.) 

All these points are but a few of those which a county ought 
to look into and publish widely if it 1s interested in efficient gov- 
ernment. 

I am on no crusade. I just get a little weary of people saying 
they can’t do anything about government when the facts are they 
are too indifferent or lazy to Know how they are being governed.

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Was It a ‘Businessmen’s Recession ? 


WASHINGTON—After going over the charts of business activity in the first half of 1949 some 


of our economic analysts have come up with a rather startling conclusion. It Is 


that the so-called 


business slump through which we are supposed to have passed was not real but largely “a business- 
men’s recession,” brought on by false fears and overcaution on the part of business leaders themselves. 


What is most interesting about the findings 
of the analysts is that, despite the alarmist cries 
of some pessimists, there has been little change 
in the basic factors underlying the national econ 
omy. So far as nationa] income and the spend, 
ing habits of the people are concerned, we have 
gone along pretty much on the same scale so 
far this year as we did in 1948, which was the 
peak year of the postwar boom. 

These findings tend to knock the props from 
under those who for the past six months have 
been shouting recession or depression, depending 
on the degree of pessimism with which they

Such shoutings began to appear with a 
loud crescendo early in the year when the 
first break in the topheavy price structure 
came. They increased with some fury when 
unemployment rolls increased moderately 
and when factory production began to de- 
cline from the all-time peaks of last year. 


But it now develops that the slight slump we 
have had, if it can be called that, was more psy- 
chological than anything else. Instead of a slump 
or a recession, some of our economists are now 


“calling it an “adjustment period,” which is far 
emore fitting. 


Based upon a survey it has just made of gen- 
eral business conditions in the first six months 
of the current year, here is the latest appraisal 
of business analysts of the United States News 
& World Report: 

“Demand for goods, in fact, has held high 
All through this adjustment period. People ac- 
tually bought as much goods, if not more, in the 
first half of 1949 when production was declining 
as they did in the 1948 boom period. Goods were 
sold at retai] at a dollar rate of about $127,300,- 
000.000. That annual rate of spending was only 
$5,000,000,000 below the postwar peak. Price de- 
clines account for most or all of that over-all 
Hecline. People themselves remain in a spend- 
ing - same time they are buying

In 1940 
it was at a rate of $75,700,000,000, People, in 
other words, still have income to spend on a vast 
scale and that income is being reduced 
greatly.” 

The crux of the matter is found in the inven 
tory situation. The magazine reports that a year 
ago inventories of business houses were rising 
at the rate of $9,000,000,000 a vear. “Now thev 
are declining at a rate of $2,000,000,000 a year,” 
it said, adding: “This shift from buying to en- 
large inventories to actual liquidation of inven- 
tories accounts fora large measure of the down. 
ward adjustment in industrial activity.” 

From this the United States News & World 
Report makes the following interesting appraisal! 
of the situation: “What it all means is that the 
recession of 1949 is turning out to be largely a 
businessmen’s recession.” 
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In other words, “business has reduced its 
buying,” has made sharp cuts in spending 
for new plants and equipment, and general- 
ly has been overcautious in reducing inven- 
tories. On the other hand, individual con- 
sumers have gone ahead about as usual. 
buying what was wanted or needed. In many 
eases they are buying more things than in- 
dustry is producing. 


The facts tend to justify the appraisal of Gov- 
ernment economists: from the start, that 1949 
promised ta be just about as good a business 
year as 1948. Some of the pessimists tried to sel! 
ys the opposite view. They succeeded only in 
frightening businessmen.

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some Memories of Peggy 


I remember one night off Tokyo, when we had come alongside a huge Jap 
submarine, lying awash in the sea with her engines dead, and had taken her 
over to sail her in as a prize of war. I went down the ladder and into the 
crew’s quarters, looking around to see how these strange little men of an enemy 

““* ace lived, and there, in the dim steel room, at the foot of a bunk, still open 
where the reader had laid it down, was a thick book. I picked it up, greasy. and torn and stained 
by a thousand yellow hands, and looked at it. It was in English, and it lay open at the page where 
Scarlett and Rhett, and that little Negro girl, were fleeing with the wagon and the spavined horse, 


through the ruins of burning Atlanta. 


And I stood there, in a ship that travels 
beneath the sea, and thought of home, and 
Peggy Mitchell, and of Gone With the Wind, 
the book that swept the world. And I carried 
it with me the next morning as through the 
mists of dawn the white crown of Fujiyama 
glittered in the sun above a strange and alien 
land. And I carried it with me a long time 
after that, hoping to bring it back to Peggy. 
as a sort of souvenir until, somehow, with all 
the shifting and the traveling, it was lost. 


. The other night, in a shabby little hotel in a 
Shabby little town in Tennessee, I picked up a 
Paper and saw her picture, there on the front 
Page, and the big black headline saying that she 
was dead. And a hundred memories came back 
to me of one of the finest, sweetest, persons I 
ever knew. I remember her before she wrote 
the book, and afterward, and she was always just 
the same. There was nothing of the poseur about 
her, nothing phonily literary. She had a great 
tale to tell and she told it magnificently, and that 
was all there was. She didn’t hit the glittering 
trail that so many writers follow to their own 
destruction—the literary teas, the queening it 
over a circle of fawning sycophants, the knife- 
sharp criticisms of fellow authors and their works. 
She merely went back to being John Marsh's 
wife, the role she loved better than all the adula- 
tion that authorship earned her. 


She was a gay, and witty, and sweet, and 
simple person. I remember the old parties at 
Nancy and Dudley Glass’ house, in the 
Christmas holidays, with Peggy always sitting 
at the same spot on the stair, telling stories, 
and in the cool of the evening, singing a little 
with the gang. We didn’t think of her as the 
star-crowned author of a best selling novel, 
but as one of us, as Peggy, a good reporter, 
relaxing a little when the time had come to 
relax. 


She was, for all her friendliness, and for all 
the fame the book brought her, a shy and un- 
pretentious person. I remember the story a 
neighbor of mine told. She had advertised her 


apartment for rent, and among the people who. 


came to see it, was one counle who had charmed 
her. He was big and gentle and kind of awk- 
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ward, and she was a tiny twinkle-eyed lady, and 
my neighbor liked them so well she thought she 
would like to do something for them. So, she 
said, she told them that if they liked the apart- 
ment, sne would leave up the set of beautiful new 
drapes she had only recently hung, instead of 
taking them down and selling them as she had 
planned. So they thanked her warmly, and said 
they would think it over, and she didn’t know 
until she asked their names again as they left, 
that she had been making her kindly gesture to 
the famous author of Gone With the Wind. 

I remember, too, the night of the premiere. 
when the whole town was crazy and the lights 
were blazing down and the glittering stars from 
Hollywood were causing the public to swoon. 
Peggy came in, composed as a tiny queen, pleased, 
of course, that her home folks liked the book she 
had written and the picture that had been made 
from it, but still as calm and poised as if she 
were merely another spectator come to see the 
show. Outside the theater I caught John Marsh 
for a moment and asked him a question or two— 
hunting for something that could go in the story 
about the premiere I was doing for the paper. 
He didn’t have much to say. So I told him 
thanks, and as he turned to go, I said: 


“I guess you are pretty proud of Peggy 
tonight.” 

And he turned and stopped and laid his 
hand on my arm, and said: 

“I was proud of Peggy before she ever 
wrote a book.” 


So I put that in the story, just as he said it. 
and afterward Peggy wrote me a little note. sav- 
ing that of all the thousands of words that were 
written about the primiere, and of all the praise 
of the critics for her book, the line that touched 
her deepest and pleased her most was John’s 
simple statement that night as he walked into 
the theatre before the show. 

And all of us who knew her understood how 
he felt. For we would have loved and respected 
her for the wonderful person she was, if she had 
never written a line. 

The news of her passing has been told in many 
nations, in many languages now. And around the 
world folk whose hearts she touched through her 
great novel, are calling upon whatever God thev 
believe in, to bless and keep her on he: journey.

The danger in our country from this second 
method was stressed over and over in debate in 
the House this week preliminary to vassage of a 
bill to plug a loophole in the Clayton Antitrust 
Act. This loophole has been used by great cor- 
porations in recent years to accomplish a majority 
of the business and industrial mergers that have 
brought about a startling increase in concentra- 
tion of financial and industrial control The 
alarm among House members over this tendency 
was manifest both in the discussions and in the 
everwhelming vote for the bill, 223 to 92. 


Section 7 of the Clayton Act. which was 
enacted back in the Woodrow Wilsen admin- 
istration to implement the 1890 Sherman Anti- 
trust Act, prohibits mergers that reduce com- 
petition or create monopoly through acqui- 
sition by one company of the capital stock of 
another. Skillful corporation lawyers very 
quickly found a way around this, which was 
te bring about mergers by purchase of the 
assets of one company by another. 


This device was used so often during a great 
wave of mergers after World War I in the 1920's 
that the Federal Trade Commission, which ad- 
ministers the Clayton Act, urged Congress to close 
this loophole and has urged it repeatedly in the 
quarter century since. So did President Hoover, 
himself, and after him, Presidents Roosevelt and 
Truman. Nothing was done. The same advice 
has been used in a second great wave of mergers 
-gince World War II. 

Little business pleaded for action to protect 
itself: But big business, speaking through the 
Nationa! Association of Manufacturers, has been 
more influential and blocked action up to now. 
Twice, in the Seventy-Ninth and Eightieth Con- 
gresses, the House Judiciary Committee approved 
such a meéasure as the House now has finally 
passed, which was vigorously pressed by Estes 
Kefauver, Democrat, Tennessee, then a House 
member, now a Senator. But each time the Rules 
Committee refused to let the House vote an it.

Disturbing facts of economic concentration 
were presented to the House by Rep. Celler, Dem- 
ocrat. New York, Chairman of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. Only 445 corporations, one-eighth of 1 
percent of the total, own 51 percent of the nation’s 
gross assets. Between 1940 and 1947, there were 
9500 formerly independent concerns with assets 
of $5.200.000.000 that disappeared through mer- 
gers 
“Mergers have reached an all-time high,” the 
New York Congressman declared. “Two hundred 
and fifty concerns now control two-thirds of the 
industrial facilities of the country that were con- 
trolled by 15.000 concerns before the war. These 
250 concerns have bought up 70 percent of the 
huge war plants built with Government funds.” 

In this last, Congress, itself, contributed its 
encouragement to monopoly. As pointed out be 
fore, these companies were able to buy war plants 
—built at taxpayers’ expense—at bargain prices 
through the very liberal amortization provisions 
of the 1943 Tax Act, which President Roosevelt 
vetoed only to have Congress pass it over his 
veto. In other legislation, operators of those plants 
were favored in sales, with priority of purchase 
rights, so that they were not widely distributed in 
ownership. 


During the House debate, Rep. Yates, 
Democrat, Illinois, pointed out that Commu- 
nists, ever since Karl Marx, have predicted 
the downfall of the capitalistic system on.the 
theory that concentration of wealth and pow- 
er would be carried so far that most people 
would be deprived of protection against mo- 
nopoly and would lose interest in survival of 
private enterprise. 


“If we want totalitarianism to take the place 
of private enterprise in this country,” he added, 
“we can scarcely encourage the process more ef- 
fectively than by refusing to make our anti- 
monopoly laws effective. The battle of freedom 
will be lost whenever we are forced to choose 
between contro! of economic life by private mo- 
nopoly and control of it by the state.”
